We as sports fans often do not see how 
every down in football is potentially a matter 
of life and death for these guys. Also, the 
NFL has yet to fully engage the masses in an 
uncomfortable conversation about the long- 
term effects of the sport. 

How many more former players have to 
die? How many more think pieces do we 
have to read about former players who fear 
the worst before we take these guys serious- 
ly? I don’t know about anyone else, but ’'m 
sick of seeing another dead football player 
being a trending topic on social media. 

At any rate, some of Randle El’s former 
colleagues proudly say they wouldn’t do any- 
thing differently. Former Baltimore defensive 
back Ed Reed once told The Baltimore Sun 
he has no regrets. 

“Now that I know the dangers? Yes, I still 
would do it again,” he said. “Why? Cause 
look at me. Look at my family. They’re able 
to eat, they’re able to have food and shelter 
over their head. Would I play football again? 
Yes.” 

Knowing what the game does to these 
players, the next time you frown when the 
guy who’s vital to your fantasy team has to sit 
out, just know he is literally killing himself 
for your temporary satisfaction. 

You owe him more than a flippant response.

This is a belated apology to Kansas City: Sor- 
ry that it took me so long. I get it now. 

My wife and I arrived in Kansas City, Mo., 
knowing little of its history or cultural attrac- 
tions and expecting even less. We'd driven 
through it, mostly on our way to other desti- 
nations and stopping only to sample barbecue. 

So we were astonished—and a little embar- 
rassed—to discover this clean, livable west- 
ern Missouri city as a treasure-trove of great 
food, fine museums and musical and artistic 
delights. 

It’s a city of surprising beauty, culture and 
history, where the unexpected seems ridicu- 
lously commonplace. Beautiful buildings and 
impressive monuments seem to leap out of 
the prairie and beckon visitors with alluring 
attractions. 


Neighborhood gems 

Kansas City also boasts some fascinating 
neighborhoods, including the old Power & 
Light District downtown with its architectur- 
ally significant buildings, theaters and restau- 
rants and the historic City Market area, where 
the resurrected Steamboat Arabia, “The Ti- 
tanic of the Missouri River,” sank in 1856 and 
is now restored as a museum. 

There’s also the Crossroads Arts & Design 
District, featuring art galleries, nightclubs and 
the soaring arches of the Moshe Safdie-de- 
signed Kauffman Center for the Performing 
Arts, and Westport, site of a Civil War battle 
and the city’s original entertainment district. 


Of course, the barbecue 

Barbecue is a religion here and besides classic 
joints like Arthur Bryant’s and Gates Bar-B-Q, 
and newer eateries like Plowboy’s BBQ and 
Q 39, there are barbecue tour buses and out- 
door competitions throughout much of the 
year. Kansas City is the headquarters of the 
Kansas City Barbecue Society, the premier 
barbecue event-sanctioning organization. And

as part of its monthslong annual livestock com- 
petition and rodeo, the 116-year-old American 
Royal, the city also hosts the World Series of 
Barbecue and the Barbecue Hall of Fame. 

But there’s more to eat in KC than just 
barbecue. Since its stockyards made the city 
a center for livestock transport and process- 
ing, meat has been a Kansas City staple and 
fine steakhouses abound. The area’s growing 
Hispanic population has spawned some fine 
Mexican restaurants, and visitors will enjoy 
sushi and pan-Asian offerings to complement 
a handful of old-school German spots. 

So if you’re making Midwest travel plans, 
consider KC. It will surprise you.

offee at brunch is a necessity, but coffee-infused booze is a luxury we'll 


certainly take advantage of when the opportunity arises. Big Jones in 


Andersonville serves up the Arcades Project, a brandy-based cocktail 


with coffee-infused Campari, vermouth, bitter artichoke liqueur and a flamed 


orange peel garnish. It’s a dynamic drink with flavors that evolve with each sip. 


Beverage director Andrew Shay calls it 
a “collage cocktail,” pairing elements from 
two classics: a boulevardier (bourbon or rye 
whiskey, vermouth and Campari) and a cafe 
brulot (cognac or brandy, coffee, warm spices 
and a citrus peel). 

“Drink it before dinner, drink it after 
dinner— it was kind of an experiment to see 
what coffee and Campari would do,” he said. 

The combination enhances the sweet, 
chocolatey flavors of the coffee with only 
subtle hints of bitterness. Shay thought 
Copper & Kings brandy from Louisville, Ky, 
would fit the restaurant’s Southern roots 


and was excited to play with brandy, which 
he feels has been “neglected” in the US. 
beverage scene. 

He named it Arcades Project after German 
author Walter Benjamin’s collection of 
unfinished essays by the same title. The author 
used literary collage techniques to chronicle 
Paris city living and socialites passing through 
the glass-covered arcades. “It was a way to 
reference that there’s a boulevardier in it and 
the collage aspect,” Shay said. 

Essentially, this one is meant to be sipped 
with pinkies out.

Super-team needs to 


find the right balance

Representing an ambitious and potentially 
risky expansion of the synergistic DC-CW- 
Warner Bros. TV connection, “DC’s Legends 
of Tomorrow” not only assembles a super- 
team but casts it into an elaborate time- 
spanning plotline. 

As an added degree of difficulty, the group 
relies on somewhat obscure characters. The 
resulting hour is certainly impressive from 
a visual standpoint, with bountiful dollops 
of action. Yet based on the mix of personali- 
ties, this colorful series will have to improve 
significantly to achieve even near-legendary 
status. 

The action opens in 2166, where the im- 
mortal villain Vandal Savage (Casper Crump) 
has surpassed all previous despots and dicta- 
tors by conquering the entire world, prompt- 
ing time master Rip Hunter (Arthur Darvill) 
to seek permission to travel 150 years into the 
past, enlisting an octet of super not-exactly- 
friends to thwart him by changing the course 
of history. 


Hunter brings together Firestorm (Franz 
Drameh/Victor Garber), the two-in-one 
hero; the Atom (Brandon Routh); Hawk- 
girl (Ciara Renee) and Hawkman (Falk 
Hentschel); the assassin White Canary (Caity 
Lotz); and the bad-guy duo Captain Cold and 
Heat Wave (Wentworth Miller and Dominic 
Purcell, respectively), who are essentially 
presented as the ill-tempered comic relief. 

What “Legends of Tomorrow” hasn’t 
mastered, at least as it races to establish its 
premise in the two previewed hours, is the 
elusive and vital chemistry among these 
characters that’s necessary to transform an 
ungainly assemblage of costumed heroes into 
more than just a group that randomly kicks 
as much butt as the budget allows. 

On the plus side, “Legends” has a big 
toolbox from which to draw, and the courage 
to embrace its comic-book origins. Even so, 
it will require finding the right balance of ac- 
tion while fine-tuning the character interac- 
tions if the show hopes to have a future that 
extends far beyond tomorrow.

Anger animates this 
haunting spy drama

UK. writers regularly churn out well-wrought 
drama series with top-notch casts, and “Lon- 
don Spy” has all the usual things going for 
it—smart writing, evocative use of locations, 
an atmosphere of yearning, erudite suspense. 
And yet there is something singular about this 
terrific program, a spare, off-kilter intensity 
that sets it apart from its peers. 

The series is lean, enigmatic and not that 
interested in linear storytelling; it’s a sensitive 
exploration of emotional truth and of the 
complexities behind elaborate performances 
of identity. It’s elliptical and indirect at 
times—and sometimes a little too enigmatic 
—but its narrative drive is strengthened by a 
percolating anger at injustice, fear-mongering 
and prejudice. This haunting drama becomes 
more captivating over the course of its five 
installments, thanks in large part to sensa- 
tional performances from Ben Whishaw, Jim 
Broadbent and Charlotte Rampling. 

“London Spy” could have gone terribly 


wrong, given the luridness of its real-life 
source material: In 2010, a dead man was 
found locked inside a gym bag in an apartment 
connected to the U.K.’s security services, and 
the British press had a field day speculating 
about the mix of spycraft and sexual practices 
that may have led to the man’s death. 

Though elements of a similar story are 
threaded through “London Spy,” creator Tom 
Rob Smith has not come up with an exploit- 
ative, “ripped from the headlines” riff on a 
tabloid tale. He’s much more interested in 
what it costs people to be true to themselves, 
and how easy it is for the powerful to demon- 
ize and shame people for what transpires in 
their personal lives. Threaded through is the 
deep irony of a government using lies, subter- 
fuge, manipulation and outright persecution 
to get at—or invent—“truths” that are sup- 
posed to protect their citizens. 

The fulcrum of the story is Whishaw’s 
Danny, who, after a late night of partying, en- 
counters Alex (Edward Holcroft). Whishaw’s

character is a warehouse worker living an 
aimless life, but his instincts and powers of 
perception come to the fore when something 
goes awry in his relationship with Alex, a 
restrained and buttoned-down banker. 

It’s no wonder that Whishaw (“Spectre”) 
is appearing constantly in film and televi- 
sion; he’s clearly one of the finest actors of 
his generation. He plays Danny’s doggedness 
and confusion with unwavering conviction,

and it’s hard not to admire the character’s 
devotion to the facts, whatever the cost. 

He makes Danny’s disdain for his personal 
safety somehow seem winning, and there’s an 
innocence about the character that offsets 
some of the darkness and turbulence of his 
past. Danny can’t give up the search for what 
he knows to be real, and “London Spy” pays 
tribute to that resilience by offering indelible 
moments of discovery, romance and fury.

Menu hacks are nothing new. Secret menu sites reveal all the hidden items. Menu mastery, however, is a skill, especially getting the best bang for your 


buck at everyday food and drink establishments. Not all days can be spent lingering over latte art, or a succession of sustainable small plates. Some 


days we just need to get on with it, but we can still get the most from it. Please remember: With great menu mastery comes great responsibility, so 


first and foremost, ask nicely, and don't ruin it for everyone. Remember the ill-fated Pizza Hut salad bar tower fad in China?

At Starbucks, BYOC (bring your own cup) for 
the 10 cent personal cup discount, plus good 
karma by reducing the need to recycle yet one 
more cup and lid. What no one seems to know is 
that you also can bring in a competitor’s paper 
cup, paper specifically, for replacement and the 
same discount. Then there are refills, but expect 
confusion here. Baristas have said no refills on 
some drinks, or with only hot coffee, or only 
within two hours. Not correct. The official policy: 
“in-store refills on hot or iced brewed coffee and 
tea.” They are 50 cents each, or free if you're a 
green- or gold-level rewards loyalty member. 
For example, finish a hot, unsweetened, green 
tea soy latte in-store, then get a cold-brew coffee 
as a refill. Earn stars toward free food or drinks 
through purchases and promotions, but don’t be 
that guy who cashed in for a 101 espresso shot 
stunt.

of Dunkin’ Donuts is coffee. At present, its 
espresso is a caffeinated secret hidden in 
plain sight. Only 49 cents per shot, on the 
menu as a Turbo Shot. Fair-trade certified 
beans are ground to order then brewed 
automatically in the $12,000 or so Swiss- 
made Schaerer Ambiente Power Steam 
machines. OK, it’s not a thick, crema-crowned 
cup, but a decent coffee that’s available in 
just about any neighborhood. Load a perks 
card for free drinks and coupons. Plus, do the 
survey on your receipt for a free doughnut 
with the purchase of a medium or large 
drink, in the case of espresso, two or three 


shots respectively (at participating locations). 


The cronut-copying croissant doughnuts are 
not included, perhaps for the best, but we'll 
always have the classic glazed raised. 


Even Whole Foods admits overcharging 
sometimes and plans to open more affordable 
365 concept stores, with the nearest so far 

in Cincinnati. Meanwhile, go to the Chi-Town 
Wok food bar at the Lincoln Park location. The 
build-your-own bowl is like a mini Mongolian 
barbecue, at a flat rate of $10 with protein 

(4 ounces of chicken, beef, shrimp or tofu) or 
$8 without (but there’s sliced egg crepe on 
the bar). Start with a starch if you like (white 
or brown rice, or ramen, rice or udon noodles) 
then veg out (broccoli, bok choy, carrots, 
peppers, spinach, green onions and more). 
Order your stir-fry over rice or noodles, or 

do it all as fried rice or chow mein. Compare 
this menu mastery to $8.99 per pound at the 


surrounding hot and cold bars.
